The  new  Krause  Publications  catalog  contains  an 
enormous  amount  of  information,  however  major  parts  of 
the  book  lack  clarity  and  organization.  The  work  should 
have  been  titled  United  States  Tokens,  Medals,  Badges, 

Miscellaneous  Bits,  Pieces,  Oddments  and  Curiosities. 

The  cover  art  work  attracts  and  invites  the  collector,  a 
Krause  hallmark.  The  author’s  introduction  flows 
smoothly,  apparently  edited  with  care.  He  credits 
everyone  who  helped  in  a  long  list.  (My  name  is  included, 

although  1  am  not  sure  why.) 

The  bibliography  is  extensive.  The  index  at  the  end  is 
essential  to  find  anything.  The  double-column  page 
layout  combined  with  a  variety  of  typefaces  slows  page- 
by-page  scanning.  A  price  system  makes  the  compilation 
practical  for  dealers. 

Its  seven  divisions  bear  the  titles:  Early  American 
Tokens,  Hard  Times  Tokens,  U.S.  Merchant  Tokens,  Civil 
War  Store  Cards,  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens,  U.S.  Trade 
Tokens,  and  Tokens  of  the  Gay  Nineties. 

It  combines  Rulau’s  earlier  separate  works  by  similar 
names  with  two  new  sections  on  the  Civil  War  series.  The 
concept  of  the  book  is  derived  from  the  popular  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins.  By  no  means  does  United  States 
Tokens  approach  the  economy  of  style  used  in  World 
Coins. 

Numismatic  books  prepared  by  a  firm  as  large  as 
Krause  Publications  cannot  be  held  to  the  same  standard  as  those  done  by  small  catalogers.  The  Krause 
company  has  financial  resources,  technical  reserves  and  a  distribution  network  not  surpassed  in  the 
United  States.  Anything  new  from  its  pressrooms  will  have  a  broad  impact,  and  it  has  the  potenticil — and 
the  responsibility — to  deliver  a  quality  product.  For  the  amount  of  money  and  brainpower  invested  in 
United  States  Tokens,  the  result  is  mediocre. 

What  damages  the  book's  effectiveness  is  the  inclusion  of  commemorative  medals,  convention  pieces, 
key  tags,  fakes,  counterstamped  coins,  modem  issues  and  more,  all  lumped  together.  Entries  taken  one- 
by-one  may  or  may  not  be  helpful.  Traditional  collecting  fields  such  as  the  mid- 19th  century  merchant 
storecards  are  lost  in  a  mass  of  unrelated  exonumia,  spread  as  they  are  through  the  third  and  sixth 
chapters. 

Early  American  and  Hard  Times  issues  appear  in  a  fog  of  wandering  commentaries.  New  and 
unformulated  series  such  as  counterstamped  coins  and  the  Bmnswick-Bcdke-Collendcir  billiard  checks 
cannot  be  recognized  as  collections.  On  page  six  Rulau  lists  eighteen  categories  upon  which  the 
compilation  was  formed.  When  fakes  and  modems  are  added,  the  total  comes  to  twenty. 

Three  sections,  those  titled  Merchant  Tokens,  Trade  Tokens  and  the  Gay  Nineties,  cire  the  most  ill- 
defined.  At  times  they  look  as  though  the  author  and  publishers  were  groping  for  material  to  fill  up  space. 
One  can  easily  conclude  that  whim  and  personal  preference  guided  their  selection. 

On  page  three  the  author  tells  us  that  a  “token. is  whatever  we  choose  to  describe  as  a  token  within 

obvious  limitations.”  The  limitations  are  not  enumerated,  nor  are  they  obvious.  Virtually  anything  can  be 
a  token. 

A  few  examples  demonstrate  his  premise.  On  page  56  Rulau  has  included  recent  issues  which 
borrowed  from  an  Early  American  Chalmers  design.  On  page  407  he  lists  a  key  chain  tag.  a  semi-

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documented  token,  cind  a  commemorative.  On  pa g e  4 1 7* there  Is  an  award  or  souvenir  medal.  On  page 
629  there  Is  a  fake  Wells  Fargo  Bank  counterstamp. 

The  usual  American  definition  of  a  token  Is  vague  enough.  The  piece  should  be  smcdl  and  reminiscent 
of  a  coin,  and  have  been  Issued  by  a  local  merchant  for  exchange  or  advertising  purposes.  Our  old  Anglo- 
Saxon  word  “token"  has  been  re-defined.  Stricter  definitions  are  “doomed,"  according  to  the  author.  We 
cU'e  in  debt  to  him  for  this  exercise  in  creative  etymology. 

Old  photos  and  ads  dress  up  the  narratives.  The  commentaries  provide  a  historic  context  for  some 
entries,  although  at  times  It  is  difficult  to  tell  when  the  background  paragraphs  have  ended  and  new 
listings  have  started. 

One  problem  which  dogs  Krause  token  publications  is  the  meandering,  chatty  text.  Too  often  it  comes 
off  as  self-centered  and  condescending.  Chapters  derived  from  Rulau’s  several  books  display  this 
tendency  more  than  others. 

Many  times  narratives  are  given  space  for  reasons  that  are  not  clear.  For  example,  on  page  108  the 
text  for  Doremus,  Dryden  &  Nixon  tokens  uses  a  qu£irter  page.  Other  entries  get  one  or  two  lines,  or  none. 
The  Doremus  story  is  interesting,  but  does  it  belong  in  the  middle  of  a  ready  reference?  Or  is  the  volume 
not  such?  Someone  or  a  committee  has  to  decide. 

The  two  sections  on  Civil  War  tokens  are  spartan  in  comparison,  possibly  too  beire.  Few  photos  were 
used  and  no  text.  Ihe  looseness  characteristic  of  other  chapters  is  mercifully  absent.  Using  a  raindom 
group  of  storecard  and  patriotic  tokens.  1  tested  the  two.  I  found  entries  for  neairly  ciU  of  the  storeccirds, 
but  had  to  turn  to  Fuld’s  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens  to  identify  the  others.  Classification  of  the  patriotic 
civil  war  tokens  depends  almost  entirely  on  well-defined  illustrations  which  are  inadequate  in  this  work. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  Russell  Rulau  is  one  of  the  pioneers  of  American  token  collecting,  and  that 
he  knows  the  classic  United  States  series  as  few  others  do.  Unfortunately  the  manner  in  which  he  imparts 
his  knowledge  is  rarely  well-organized.  1  am  no  expert  on  the  American  series,  especially  not  on  those 
issued  before  1870.  On  the  other  hand,  1  have  developed  enough  token  catalogs  to  know  what  issues  are 
involved  in  making  a  satisfactory  presentation. 

Perhaps  Chet  Krause  and  Cliff  Mishler  feel  that  they  can  make  up  for  the  author’s  efforts  using  their 
superior  production  cind  distribution  capabilities.  They  probably  can,  especially  in  a  society  that  too  often 
measures  excellence  by  the  volume  of  sales.  1  hope  they  will  opt  for  something  better. 

1  recommend  that  the  book  be  reduced  in  size  to  include  only  the  Early  American,  Hard  Times,  Mid- 
to  Late-  19th  Century  Storecards  and  Civil  War  Tokens:  edit  the  hell  out  of  the  commentaries,  and  leave 
the  other  collectibles  until  later.  If  the  catalog  is  left  as  is,  which  is  the  path  of  least  resistcince,  then  it 
should  be  re-titled  Standard  Catalog  of  United  States  Exonumia,  especially  since  Russell  Rulau  claims  in 
the  introduction  to  have  coined  that  term. 

For  a  compilation  that  is  a  glorified  rough  draft,  1  do  not  recommend  its  purchase,  at  least  not  for  $45. 
American  and  other  English-reading  collectors  deserve  more.

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  11:10  AM  by  Pres.  George  Skic.  Ten  members  and 
two  guests  were  present.

An  enigmatic  Playboy,  Atlantic  City  medal. 

Several  years  ago,  Archie  Black  sent  me  a  photo  copy  of  the  medal  illustrated  below. 
As  of  now,  I  stll  haven't  been  able  to  attribute  it.  Its  obviously  related  to  some 
athletic  group,  but  which  one?  Perhaps  one  of  our  members  can  help.  (Ye  editor)

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THE  VILLAGE  OF  BERGEN 


The  first  Europeans  to  show  interest  in  the  area  between  the  Hudson  and  Hackensack 
.rivers,  were  represented  by  the  Dutch  West  India  Co.  ,  which  moved  to  exploit  Henry 
(Hudson's  claim,  in  the  l620's.  The  earliest  Dutch  settlements  in  New  Jersey  wer^ 
intended  to  be  trade  outposts,  not-  permanent  settlements.  In  1630,  the  first  permanent 
(settlement  in  New  Jerset  was  planted  at  what  later  was  called  Paulus  Hook,  a  point 
(where  several  Indian  trails  came  together,  across  the  Hudson  from  the  Dutch  Fortress 
I  It  New  Amsterdam. 

The  early  settlements  in  this  area  were  destroyed  by  the  Indians  in  1643.  The 

I 

[Dutch  authorities  tended  to  see  the  Indians  astraders  to  be  victimized,  rather  than 
.neighbors  to  be  lived  with  in  peace .  Several  of  the  Dutch  Governors,  notably  William  Kieft, 
:)who  in  1643  ordered  the  nassacre  of  friendly  natives,  contributed  to  such  troubles.  Again 
I  in  1655,  the  Indians  destroyed  the  settlements  across  the  river  from  New  Amsterdam  and 
[Either  killed  the  inhabitants  or  carried  them  off  into  captivity,  in  a  conflict  which  might 

I  ^ 

^,iave  been  avoided  with  more  enlightened  leadership  from  the  Dutch. 

By  the  late  i650*s,  when  the  colonists  again  turned  their  attention  across  the  river, 
[more  of  them  seemed  ready  to  plant  roots.  The  village  of  Bergen,  (Dutch  for  hills),  was 
[i.aid  out  in  1660,  with  thirty  two  lots,  protected  by  a  wooden  palisade.  In  the  center  was 
common,  with  a  well  to  draw  water  for  the  colonists  and  their  livestock  and  a.  lot  was 
.set  aside  for  costruction  of  a  church.  Within  a  year,  Bergen  had  its  own  government, 

I  with  a  sheriff  and  three  local  magistrates.  The  Dutch  settlers  had  begun  to  think  of  the 
new  world  as  home. 

I  In  1910  several  medals  were  issued  to  commemorate  the  250th  Anniversary  of 
s3ergen.  In  addition  to  the  medal  illustrated  and  described  below,  there  is  also  a 
yersion  by  Whitehead  &  Hoag,  of  silver  plated  copper,  38mm  and  looped.  The  Hudson 
^Jounty  Historical  Society  also  issued  a  bronze,  36mm  medal  and  there's  an 
iijmnonymous  issue  in  brass,  30mm  and  looped. 

Bergen  County  was  formed  in  1840,  so  in  all  probability,  this  was  the  year  that 
pBergen  became  part  of  Jersey  City.  The  site  of  the  first  settlement  of  Bergen  is 
located  near  the  present  day  Journal  Square  section  of  Jersey  City.

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METAL  FIRE  RELATED  TOKENS 

by  David  Cerull,  Box  992,  Milwaukee,  WI  53201 


When  I  am  having  no  luck  locating  FIRE  SERVICE  MEDALS,  I 
turn  to  my  secondary  collection,  an  accumulation  of  metal 
FIRE  SERVICE  TOKENS.  By  now  you  probably  have  figured  out 
that  my  collecting  interests  revolve  around  FIRE  SERVICE 
items  (including  one  full  size  fire  engine) .  During  the  few 
years  that  I  have  been  picking  up  fire  tokens,  I  have  found 
them  to  be  few  and  far  between.  I  do  not  claim  to  be  able 
to  assign  labels  such  as  ’’scarce”  or  ”rare.” 

Why  are  there  so  few  metal  FIRE  "good  fors"  available  on  the 
market?  Because  there  were  few  produced.  Why  were  so  few 
produced?  I  can  only  give  an  educated  guess.  For  tokens  to 
be  produced,  there  has  to  be  a  need  to  produce  them.  And, 
although  there  are  many  fire  departments,  fire  brigades,  and 
fire  companies,  only  a  limited  number  of  these  had  a  need 
for  tokens.  Government  operated  departments  were  unlikely 
to  have  a  bar.  Bars  are  far  more  likely  to  be  operated  by 
volunteer  or  private  engine  companies.  I  suspect  that  most 
fire  ’’good  fors”  were  used  in  these  organization's  bars. 

And,  even  because  there  was  a  bcir,  does  not  necessarily 
require  the  issuance  of  a  token.  However,  the  existence  of 
a  bar  did,  I  suspect,  have  a  "special  effect"  in  the 
issuance  of  fire  "good  fors."

I  The  chip  &  token  list  is  followed  274  full  color  photocopies  of  the  Atlantic  City  chips  and  12  pages  of 
black  &  white  illustrations  of  the  tokens.  The  photos  include  a  few  unusual  items  not  otherwise 
ctescribed  in  the  book,  such  as  a  promotional  chip  and  lapel  pin  for  the  referendum  by  which  casino 
gaming  was  approved  for  Atlantic  City  and  a  Playboy  VIP  junket  ID  chip.

Following  the  illustration  section  is  a  1994  retail  price  guide  based  on  prices  realized  at  public  autctions, 
mail  bid  sales,  dealer  price  lists,  collectible  shows  and  private  sales.  It  is  an  invaluable  guide  to  pricing 
<Vtlantic  City  chips,  particularly  those  from  casinos  which  have  closed.  New  Jersey  law  requires  that  all 
discontinued  chips  be  destroyed,  so  obsolete  A.C.  chips  can  be  very  pricey  (chips  from  the  Playboy 
3lub  range  up  to  $650,*  the  most  expensive  chip  in  the  catalog  is  the  original  issue  $5  baccarat  chip 
!fom  Resorts  International,  with  an  estimated  value  of  $3300-35001.

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A  NEW  JERSEY  ?  "WHAT"S  IT" 


For  several  years  people,  including  myself,  have  been  finding  a 
small  copper  "token?"  on  bay  beaches  at  Sandy  Hook,  NJ  (Monmouth 
County) .  The  piece  is  copper,  nickel-size  (21-22mm) ,  thin  as  a 
dime  and  has  a  large,  raised  "1"  in  the  center  of  each  side  with  a 
smaller  "K.B.M."  in  an  arc  under  it,  all  stamped  from  one  die. 

The  Sandy  Hook  Peninsula  was  controlled  by  the  military  from  before 
the  civil  war  to  20  years  ago.  From  about  1870  to  1890,  however, 
there  was  a  commercial  steamboat  dock  linked  with  a  railroad  from 
Sandy  Hook  to  Long  Branch,  NJ.  I  suspect  the  token  is  from  this 
period,  e.g.,  it  might  represent  one  passage  or  meal  on  something 
like  the  Keyport-Brooklyn  Marine  [steamboat  line]  (I  made  this  name 
up  as  an  example  of  what  the  initials  might  represent,  the  name  of 
some  company)  .  It  could  also  be  military,  such  as  "K"  Battery  Mess 
(another  speculative  fantasy  name) .  Sandy  Hook  was  an  artillery 
testing  and  coastal  defense  facility  from  the  civil  war  until  the 
early  1970s,  but  these  pieces  have  not  been  found  anywhere  but  on 
the  Bay  beaches,  to  my  knowledge.

The  New  Centre  Market  was  built  in  1925,  replacing  the  old  market  that  served  the 
consumers  of  Newark  for  several  decades.  The  new  market  was  2  stories  high  , 
with  70  stalls  for  the  sale  of  produce.  There  was  also  a  fish  market  on  the  first 
floor,  seperated  from  the  produce  section  by  glazed  partitions.  A  garage  was  on 
the  second  floor,  with  spaces  for  63  automobiles  and  access  was  via  ramps  at  the 
rear  of  the  building.  The  basement  provided  cold  storage  space  of  60,000  sq.  ft. 
and  contained  the  refrigeration  system  that  serviced  the  individual  stalls  and  the 
cold  storage  space.  In  addition,  there  was  a  large,  open  air  farmers  market  at  the 
rear  of  the  building. 

The  market  merchants  prospered,  for  many  years,  since  consumers  from  the 
Newark  area  purchased  much  of  their  food  at  the  market  which  provided  such  a 
large  variety  of  meat,  fish,  fruit  and  vegatables  for  sale.  Shortly  after  World  War 
II,  the  proliferation  of  supermarkets  and  huge  exodus  of  residents  to  the  suburbs, 
resulted  in  decling  sales  at  the  market.  It  struggled  on  for  several  more  years 
and  finally  closed  its  doors.  After  standing  idle  for  some  time,  the  building  was 
repaired  and  converted  to  a  modern,  air  conditioned,  state  office  building  in  1955 
and  is  still  used  for  that  function  today.
